University Will Add $200,- 


000 to $180,000 Fund 


Approved Thursday. 


WASHINGTON. 
(TIP). 
The 


PWA announced two grants total- 
ing $198,818 and a $23,000 loan 
to finance a state university stu- 
dent union building in Lincoln, 
Neb., and a drainage project in 
Richardson county, Neb. 
PWA allotted a $180,000 grant 


for the student activity project, to 
be built "in a Georgian style, be- 
ing a combination of face brick 
and Bedford limestone." The pro- 
ject will cost $400,000 in all. 
The $18,818 grant and $23,000 
loan to Richardson county will 
finance a "drainage ditch 4.39 
miles in length for the Muddy 
creek watershed of approximately 
100 square miles." The total pro- 
ject will cost $41,818. 


University of Nebraska officials 
were informed by two telegrams 
of an $180,000 PWA grant to be 
used toward construction of a stu- 
dent union building on the city 
campus estimated to cost $400,000. 
The telegrams were from John 
Latenser, jr., of Omaha, Nebraska 
PWA director, and Frances Egan 
of Washington, assistant secretary 
to Senator Norris. 
Several sites for the new build- 
ing have been discussed, university 
officials said, but no definite action 
has been taken, pending approval 
of the federal allotment. The uni- 
versity will supply the remaining 
$220,000 for the 
building's con- 
struction by gifts, pledges and 
funds from sale of bonds. 


Application for the grant was 


filed by Chancellor Buhnett Feb. 
14, 1936. 
The proposed building is a three 
story unit, with a full basement. 
It will be 175 feet long and 124 
feet in depth, and • is an E-shape 
plan* with the end wings project- 
ing approximately 15 feet in front 
of the main wall of the body of 
the building. The main facade is 
to face south. 
The building Is designed In a 
classic eGorgian 
style, being a 
combination of face brick and 
Bedford limestone. Face brick will 
be the old Virginia type laid in 
Flemish bond. The roof will be 
composed of heavy architectural 
slate, 
using 
colors 
in mottlec 
green, purple, black and grey, the 
individual slates to be graduated 
in thickness and in their coursing 


On the first floor will be a gen 


eral lounge room, 54 by 60 feet 
with a complete fountain service 
room opening off one end of the 
lounge, and a game and billiard 
room off the other end. 
On the 
same floor will be a large dining 
room and ball room, together with 
adjacent service room, a women's 
lounge, a faculty lounge and office 
spaces for the Union building ad- 
ministrative offices, as well as of- 
fice space for the secretary of the 
Alumni association.

FOR CAREOF INSANE 


Eubank Says Now Law Does 


Not Increase Revenue 


Nor Affect Levy. 


C. W. Eubank, member of the 
state board of control, has issued 
a statement to clarify statements 
which have recently been made re- 
garding: the payment by counties 
for their insane patients in state 
institutions.

show that the newly amended law 
does not repeal the older law, 
which permits state institutions to 
collect for care of indigent pa- 
tients, nor does it m a t e r i a l l y 
change the amount collected, and 
therefore does not affect the state 
tax levy for 1936 and 1937. With 
the aid of county attorneys the 
board has worked out a plan of 
enforcing both the old and new 
law for collection so that counties 
will pay for indigent patients in 
state institutions, and the superin- 
tendents of institutions will collect 
from those patients 
found 
by 
county boards to be financially 
responsible. The statement says:

shows that in the first year of the 
biennium, during which the new- 
law was operative, payments from 
the counties were $14,444.57 and 
the year previous, when the old 
law wa» operative, the

Peter S. Peterson, president of 
the Central States association, an 
lowa-Ncbraslc* group which is In- 
terested only m livestock truck- 
Ing, urged that no action be- taken 
until the situation has reached the 
point where uniformity aa between 
interstate and intrastate hauls can 
be accomplished. 
Mr. Peterson, a resident of Iowa, 
•aid the state commission there 
had put Into effect a set of rates, 
but had, after experiment, defi-, 
nitely decided not to enforce these , 
rates until the interstate 
com-, 


mere* commission had -act up a 
schedule of interstate rates. One } 
Of the results of trying to enforce i 
the Iowa schedule was that Sioux j 
City 
lost most of the livestock 
hauls to Omaha, an 
interstate 


market, from western Iowa farms. 
The association Mr. Peterson 


represents is made up of truck 
owners who specialize in hauling 
livestock, from farmers direct to 
market 
usually 
bringing back 


with them farm commodities of » 
type such as tankage and imple- 
ments, that the commeicial truck- 
ers do not want to handle and 
whose equipment is not built for 
those purposes. 
The farmer who 
hauls his own stock to market and 
the co-operatives do not come un- 
der regulation. Mr. Peterson es- 
timated 70 percent of the trucking 
business was done by livestock 
haulers 
., 
. He said a uniform statewide 
•thedule of rates would not meet 
th« situation. This would apply 
equally where hard surfaced roads 
are used by the trucks, but in the 
western part of the state where 
the livestock truckers must use 
sand and muddy roads, the coat of 
operation would be much higher, 
tire cost alone being double. 
Association members appeared 


to be agreed on these fundamen- 
tals: Truck rates should be uni- 
form, should be based on the cost 
of operation plus a 
reasonable 


profit and not related to railroad 
charges, and should be imposed aa 
soon aa feasible. 
;, Peterson said a careful study of 
costs of operation is necessary be. 
fore a fair rate structure can be 
made, and said such a study being 
conducted by his organization will 
be completed within four to six 
m.onths. 
"Rail Commissioner Bollen dis- 
cussed the trucking matter at 
Omaha Thursday to the State As- 
sociation of Farmer Elevators. He 
said the commission was forced to 
assume authority given it by the 
constitution and supreme court 
decisions, by the fact that sur- 
rounding state* were undertaking 
regulation. It propose* to proceed 
•lowly and cautiously. He antici- 
pated that the next legislature 
would ratify what haa been done, 
extend its jurisdiction to cover 
questionable matter not yet settled 
fcy judicial decision and provide 
funds for the activity either by 
fee* or appropriation.

Doesn't Need Expansion. 


Russia is about the only coun- 
try in Europe that does not need 
to expand its borders, since almost 
limitless resources are available in 
Siberia. Great doubleheader freight 
trains speed across that country 
at frequent intervals in * manner 
reminiscent Of the Union Pacific 
in thi* country, according to Mr. 
Crawford. 
In the past two years there have 


been many indications of rapidly 
approaching stability and conserv- 


advent of fascism and the conflict 
between the two idea* may pro- 
voke trouble in Europe, he thinks. 
From the standpoint of the mid- 


dle west Mr. Crawford believes 
th* mo«t important development in 
Russia and Siberia to the possible 
advent of perennial wheat. While 
in Leningrad Mr. Crawford visited 
Prof. C. A. FTaksberger of 
the 
Institute of Plant Industry and one 
of the world authorities on wheat, 
and saw the great exhibit of 35,- 
000 different samples of wheat, 
both seed and pressed stalks. Per- 
ennial wheat experiments have 
reached the eighth cross since 
they were started two and one- 
half years ago under artificial 
conditions 
Now for 
th* 
first 


time the wheat will be tested in 
the field. 
Mr. Ciawford was in Moscow in 
time to attend the opening of the 
opera season, which took place 
with great brilliancy in eaily Sep- 
tember.

For this neighborly welcome to 


Phoenix and to Arizona I thank

only icgret is that my visit cannot 
be longer heie and that I cannot 
follow it up by visiting the other 
cities and tow ns of this progressiv e 
commonwealth 
As a Kansan I natuially feel at 
home among the people of this 
southwest country. In Kansas we 
look upon you as our neighbors in I 
the national household. Many of 
our problems are your problems i 
also 
We share your pride in the 
honest toil, the self denial, the 
courage and common sense that 
have made and will keep this 
legion "the homestead of the free 
As I carie across youi state from 


California today I could not but 
recall that Ai izona contributed the 
48th star to our flag 
It was the' 
admission of your state which | 
brought fully under the constitu-, 
tion and into the union the whole| 
of our gieat country fiom coast to 
coast. 
Tonight I wish to discuss 
with you in the short time at mj 
i 
disposal how we can best keep the 
union of the 48 states on a firm 
foundation. 
That is the fundamental issue as 
I see It m this campaign—whether 
we shall maintain our American 
system of gov ernment or whether 
we shall suriender it for another 
and very different system. This is 
a question above party, a question 
that challenges our most serious 
consideration not as democi ats or , 
lepublicans. but as Americans 
| 


Certain Rights Reserved. 
1 


Thru the constitution our fore- | 


fathers gave the government they 
established ceitam rights and du- 
ties. 
But they specifically kept 


for themselves and their children 
the right to live their own lives, to 
speak freely, to write freely and to 


worship according to the dictates 
of conscience. 
Our go\ ernment of delegated 


povteis under which the liberties 
of each one of us aie pieserved 
has so long been a pait of our lives 
that we have taken it all as pretty 
much for granted 
But lecent 
events have made us more keenly 
awaie of the value of our time- 
tested system 
We see its merit 


by contrast v\ ith the opposite forms 
of government now c reeping over i 
the woild—foims undei which all] 
power it placed in the hands> of a 
ruler w ith the people getting only j 
s>uch incidental hbeities as he al-( 
lows to trickle down to them. 
| 
Today the people of this country 
have a choice between the Amer- 
ican system they always have 
known and an opposite system 
This will deteimme whether they 
and their childien will remain j 
free people, capable of scll-gov - 
einment, or be dominated by an 
all-powerful central authority We 
have watched this very thing hap- 
pen in other nations in iccent 
yearsLauds Humanitarian Aims. 


I am not questioning the hu- 
mamtanan intentions of the pies- 
ent admmistiation 
But I do vvi«h 
to point out the threatening char- 
acter of the means the adminis- 
tration uses to cany out its inten- 
tions. 
There can be no question as to 
the road down which we are being 
led. Regimentation of the individ- 
ual and cuib of hib liberties under- 
lie every one of the new deal's 
plans. They hav c allowed nothing 
to deter them in their plan to 
make over our political, social and 
economic life 
The supieme court 
already has ruled many of these 
plans contrary to our constitution 
Unfoitunately, we are left in no 
doubt that the piesent administra- 
tion regards this not as an end to 
their effoits but only as a mmoi 
baiuer to be circumvented if it 
can't be huidled 
This thieatened change in our 


form of government is not remot*. 
Its effects will strike directly into 
the homes, jobs, and lives of every 
one of us 
The reality of it is but 
too well known to us. 


During these times we have seen 


laws that told to farmer* what 
they could plant in their fields 
Other measures have told workers 
how many hours they could stay 
at their tasks. Ceitam regulations 
have limited industry in how much 
it could produce. 
We see in the 
piesent administration of the graz- 
ing act another example of federal 
bureauciacy run wild. 


Jf by one means of another 
rights to regulate can be M?t up, j 
such icgulations will not stop with] 
telling farmers how many bushels 
of potatoes they can harvest 
If 
this power of regulation shall be I 


fully established it will then be 
argued there is equal authority to 
tell a man to cease farming en- 
tirely and start digging ditches, or 
to older women to cease wearing 
silk and rayon hose and to begin 
wearing cotton ones. Or to order 
all woikmg men to work twice 
their piesent houis at half their 
present pay. 
And the working 
men would have no more recourse 
than farmers whose good sense le- 
belled against some of the manda- 
tory crop control laws of the re- 
cent past. 


Only Biding Their Time. 


The men who framed and forced 
the passage of these measures hav e 
not changed their ideas. "They are 
only biding their time until they 
can put them into full effect. 
In conclusion let me repeat what 


I said when I accepted the nom- 
ination of my party for the presi- 
dency- I would not have you be- 
lieve that I tliink the constitution 
is above change. The people have 
the right by the means they have 
prescribed to amend the constitu- 
tion as they see fit. I do believe, 
however, that the underlying pnn- 
ciples of that charter of our free- 
dom must be maintained if we au- 
to continue to go forwaid under 
the protection of our American 
foim of government. 


As we have grown in strength 
and matured in age and wisdom 
as oui lives have broadened and 
deepened, and as more expenence 
has come to us, we can "<ee new 
right things to do, and old wrong 
things to wipe away. But every- 
thing we need we may reach for 


and take within the gieat princi- 
ples of government under which 
the nation has Kunvn to strength

POISONING STUDIED 


Whooping Cough Vaccina- 


tion's Worth Has Mot 


Been Decided. 


NEW ORLEANS. (.V). Custard 


poisoning, cause of many mystify- 
ing stomach aches, was explained 
to the American Public Health as- 
sociation here. 


It comes from a germ, ataphy- 


lococcus aurcau, said G. M. Dack, 
M. D , of the University of Chicago 
which abounds everywhere 
The 


pains come from a poison which 
these germs manufacture. But, 
said Dr. Dack, boiling in water for 
30 minutes fails to destroy the 
poison. Three months in a refrig- 
erator only weakens it. Strong 
chlorine for three minutes leaves it 
•till virulent. 
Worse still, no immunity de- 


velops after 
an attack of these 
germs. Bakers of cream puffs and 
eclairs, however, 
can completely 


avoid this danger for their custo- 
mers by reheating these desserts, 
he said. The reheating does not im- 
pair either flavor or appearance. It 
Kills the staphyococci before they 
can make their poison. 
Custard poisoning, 
Dr. Dack 
•aid, mostly attacks cream filled 
pastries and cakes but it also can 
get into cheese, gravy, doughnuts, 
milk, ice cream and meat sand- 
wiches.

M. D., Gerald S. Shibley, M. D., 
and Joseph E. McClelland of West- 
ern Reserve University School of

DIVORCEE IS OPPOSED 


TO MARRYING EDWARD 


Pride and Desire to Avert 


Embarrassment Said 


to Enter In. 


LONDON. (Copyright by UP). 


Mrs. Wallis Simpson, expecting a 
divorce from Ernest A. Simpson 
within a few days, is firmly op- 
posed to the idea of a marriage 
with King Edward, close friends 
said. 
It was insisted that Mrs. Simp- 
son opposed the idea of marriage 
under 
existing 
conditions both 
from her own viewpoint and that 
of the king. 
Friends said, Mrs. 
Simpson 


would be too proud to accept any 
other position, as a king's wife, 
than that of queen with 
full 
recognition—recognition which, on 
the basis of present talk, it might 
be impossible or impracticable to 
accord her. 
From the king's position, the 


friends added, and as a real friend 
of King Edward, Mrs. Simpson is 
proud of his position and of the 
admiration and liking with which 
he is regarded not only in Great 
Britain 
and the empire but in 


much of the rest of the world. 
Hence, they insisted-, she would be 
the last person to consent to any- 
thing that might cause embarrass- 
ment to his position as king. 


Mrs. Simpson has dismissed as 


"foolish" 
any 
mention of 
the 


possibility that she might marry 
the king. 


Friends 
explained that Mrs. 
Simpson, besides being an attrac- 
tive, witty, clever woman who has 
made many friends in England is 
extremely practical and proud. On 
her practical side, it is said, she 
can see clearly difficulties which 
now appear to constitute a bar to 
any marriage between King Ed- 
ward 
and a 
commoner which 


would make the wife a queen. 
It is pointed out also that Mrs. 
Simpson's present position, as a 
close friend of the king, is perhaps 
socially superior to that which a 
woman might have as the mor- 
ganatic wife of a soviereign. 
Mr. Justice Hawke is to open 
the Ipswich assizes in medieval 
ceremonial manner Friday. Tho he 
may regulate the course of court 
business himself, it was believed 
likely that he would pursue the 
normal course and hear criminal 
cases first. The case of "Simpson 
W. vs Simpson E. A." will take 
but 10 or 15 minutes to hear, how- 
ever, and might be slipped in at 
any time before the assizes end 
next Wednesday. Tuesday is still 
regarded as the most likely day. 
Then, assuming that the decree 
is granted, Mrs. Simpson will be 
free. She will have only a decree 
nisi, however. The divorce must be 
made absolute—so that she could 
remarry — on 
her 
application. 


Ordinarily the 
request 
for the 


decree absolute is made after an 
interval of six months. In special 
cases, this interval might be 
shortened by a court's consent.

The outstanding fact about Mr. 


Rocwevelt'* campaign !• that he i* 
refusing to give any indication of 
hi* future program. He has no 
platform. There U no way of tell- 
ing what his plans are on any dis- 
puted question. He says in effect 
that th« country ia now prospering 
under hia rule and that it should 
trust him implicitly to do the 
right thing* in the future. 
There 
seems to be no way of inducing 
him to take the country into his 
confidence in return for the con- 
fidence which the country is being 
asked to put in him. 
Thus in effect he seeks another 


popular endorsement of hi« per- 
sonal 
leadership, 
another 
four 
years of blanket powers and blank 
checks. That ia the real issue in 
the election. The issue does not 
turn on any specific measure but 
on whether hia altogether extra- 
ordinary personal powers shall be 
continued. 
My own view ia that 
the crisis of 1932-'33 was grave 
enough to warrant the concentra- 
tion in the president's hands of 
extraordinary powers but that the 
crisis has passed and that it is 
now necessary t& divest him of 
those powers. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
received those 
powers by almost universal con- 
sent, the people having become 
convinced that they were needed in 
the emergency. It is not incon- 
sistent in Gov, Landon or anyone 
else to have believed that in 1933 
there must be emergency meas- 
ures and to hold in 1936 that the 
ordinary checks and balances of 
the constitution and the party sys- 
tem must be restored. Nor is it 
ungrateful to recognize that Mr. 
Roosevelt rose magnificently to 
the occasion when there was an 
emergency and yet to believe that 
he must not be trusted any longer 
with so much power. Nor is it 
necessary to hate Mr. Roosevelt, 
or to impugn his honor or 
hia 
patriotism, 
or to 
condemn his 
achievements, in order to 
feel 
deeply convinced that the period 
of his personal 
rule must be 


brought to an end. 


He has demonstrated, I believe, 
how unhealthy it is for any man 
in public office, no matter how 
good his Intentions, to be unop- 
posed. 
The congressional 
land- 


slide of 1934 in the middle of 
his term has been the principal 
cause of his greatest errors. That 
overwhelming vote wiped out the 
republican opposition and virtually 
silenced the leaders of his own 
party and the critics in his own 
administration. 
Yet the peak of

The essential 
points made by Mr. Hoover have 
long been known and have fre- 
quently been stated: that a false 
Impression has been created by 
charging to recovery and relief 
large items of expenditure which 
are now regarded a» normal and 
promise to become permanent. But 
the country does not realize 
the 
situation, and the reason is that 
republican opposition in congress 
has been too feeble and too incom- 
petent to raise the issue, to com- 
pel the administration to make a 
proper accounting, to bring on a 
debate which would educate 
the 
voters. Senator Vandenberg alone, 
and he only on a few spectacular 
items, has known what he was 
talking about enough to make a 
little stir. 
Mr. Hoover on Friday night 


criticized three budgets. 
But no 
republican 
in 
congress 
knew 


enough or was 
bold enough to 
criticize those budgets before they 
were adopted. Now it will not do 
merely to argue about such things 
after they have been legally en- 
acted. The time for opposition is 
when such things are proposed. 
But in the past three years there 
has been no republican opposition 
which knew how to oppose them. 
What little 
effective 
opposition 
there has been has come from 
democrats, from men like Messrs. 
Douglas, Gass and Byrd. But op- 
position from within a party, tho 
it is better than nothing, is quite 
insufficient. 
If the American po- 


litical system is to work, the op- 
posite party must constitute he 
opposition. 


There are two ways in which 


responsible 
government can 
b« 
restored by this election. One is by 
the election of Gov. Landon. Since 
he can never have undisputed 
partisan control of both houses of 
congress, 
he must 
govern 
by 
coalition and must face continually 
an alert and strong opposition. 
With the senate overwhelmingly 
democratic and progressive he 
could not, if he wanted to, conduct 
a reactionary partisan republican 
administration. His election would, 
therefore, make it certain that the 
checks and balances will be re- 
stored 
and that 
representative 


government 
will 
replace 
mere 
majority 
rule 
under 
personal 


leadership. This is the straight- 
forward and decisive way. 
The other way in which personal 


rule can be checked is by increas- 
ing the republican representation 
in the house so substantially that 
the whole congress will recognize 
that the people expect it to check 
and to balance Mr. Roosevelt. 
There are plenty of men m con- 
gress who are disposed to do just 
that. In fact the democratic leaders 
as a body would be disposed to do 
it. But they will not find it easy 
to do unless they know that public 
opinion is behind them. So these 
men, tho they support Mr. Roose- 
Vf>lt as party men, must hope that 
he will be re-elected by no more 
than a very narrow margin. 


For nothing could be worse for 


Mr. Roosevelt, or for the demo- 
cratic party, or for the country, 
than 
another 
democratic land- 


slide. For Mr. Roosevelt it would 
be the kind of personal triumph 
which in human nature generally 
and in his nature peculiarly, does 
not make for judgment and mag- 
nanimity. For the democratic party 
a landslide 
would give a great 


impetus to its transformation from 
a national to a sectional and class 
organization. And for the country, 
it would mean that instead of a 
responsible opposition in Washing- 
ton which voiced the grievances of 
the minority, there would be an 
irresponsible opposition devoted to 
mere agitation. The kind of thing 
represented by the Liberty League 
on the one hand, the Lemke party 
on the other, is bound to appear 
when there is lacking in Washing- 
ton an effective and orderly opposi- 
tion. 
So while there may be honest 


differences as to whether to vote 
for Landon or Roosevelt, the one 
thing that ought not to be left in 
doubt after the election is that the 
people want representative govern- 
ment restored and personal gov- 
ernment ended.

FARM INCOME INCREASES 


WASHINGTON. CP>. Despite 


lower government payments, the 
agriculture department reported 
cash receipts to the middle west's 
farmers increased sharply during 
the first eight montns of 1936, as 
compared with the same period 
last year. 
A survey by the bureau of agri- 


cultural economics showed cash 
leceipts from the sale of principal 
farm 
products and government 


benefit payments totaled $2,200,- 
306,000 in 12 farm belt states, a 
gam of $355,360,000 over the same 
eight months period last year. 


While cash receipts from major 
farm products were 
registering 


substantial gains, government pay- 
ments in the 12 states fell from 
$189,108,000 in the eight months 
period of 1935 to $113,723,000 this 
year. Cash receipts totals, includ- 
ing benefit payments, for north 
central states during that period 
this year compared with 1935, in- 
cluded North Dakota, $55,879,000 
and Nebraska, $183,127,000 and 
$134,327,000.

affliction of many young children. 
Unfortunately, »t is often accepted 
u a "natural" event of childhood. 
For example, wany persons aMUm* 
that certain "habit spawns", such 
as blinking and "batting" the eyes, 
and twitching of the face, shoul- 
ders or som* other part of the 
body, are trivial matter* and that 
the child will outgrow them. 


Unfortunately, this is not the 


rule. It is essential to determine 
ihe actual cause of nervousness 
and to recognize any sign which 
seems to indicate it. Bear in mind 
that nervousness is not a disease; 
It is, in reality, a symptom or sign 
of .some disorder. 
Many children 


who are thought merely to be nerv- 
ous are actually victims of chorea, 
commonly known as St. Vitus 
dance. 


This i* a condition which rather 


frequently affects children between 
the ages of five and fifteen years. 
As a rule, It is more often encoun- 
tered in girls than in boys. The 
young child who Is subjected to a 
great deal of nervous strain may 
become afflicted with this disease. 


CauM Not Known 


Though the actual cause Is not 


known, it is believed to be due to 
an infection similar to, if not iden- 
tical with, the infection causing 
acute rheumatic fever. Neglect of 
the disease is dangerous. 
Any 


child who suffer* from either a 
mild or severe form of the disease 
should be taken from school. He 
should be kept In quiet and restful 
surroundings. Parents and teach- 
ers should be familiar with the 
signs of the disease so that it may 
be detected as early as possible. 


The young sufferer Is usually of 


t nervoiw and highly irritable type, 
ret is exceptionally bright. Though 
ambitious and willing to get on 
with his work, the physical condi- 
tion does not permit it. 


Forcing the child to continue at 
ichool, or actively to compete with 
other children, usually increases 
Ihe nervousness. 
Unless proper 


sare is taken, the trouble may be 
added to by an attack of acute 
rheumatic fever or some other seri- 
aua* complication. 


In most Instances, the doctor will 


advise that the child be kept in bed 
for a prolonged period of rest and 
relaxation. This may seem to be 
pretty severe treatment and espe- 
cially so a* it may take as long a* 
three to six months to get results.

of preventing heart disease and 
Other complications.

Strawn then took the case to 
Justice Day of the Nebraska su- 
preme court, who Tuesday night 
ruled for the republican nominee, 
but who Wednesday morning re- 
versed himself and dismissed the 
case for lack of jurisdiction. 
Strawn had been supported by 


Atty Gen. Wright in his conten- 
tion that the law prohibits a party 
committee from nominating can- 
didates to fill vacancies after the 
to nominate at the primary. 
In the absence of an opinion thus 
primary election if the party failed 
far filed, attorneys

Judge Day of the supreme court in 
vacating his order of Tuesday and 
in lieu thereof dismissing the ap- 
plication of J. E. Strawn for an or- 
der to require the county clerk of 
Sarpy county to omit the name of 
Guy E. Tate as a democratic can- 
didate for county attorney, did so 
on the same ground he gave in a 
written opinion Oct. 20, 1930, in 
the case of Richard Meissner vs. 
W. D. McHugh, election commis- 
sioner of Douglas county. 
In the Meissner case the relator 
asked that his name be placed on 
the Douglas county ballot as a can- 
didate for county attorney. Judge 
Day in that suit construed 
the 


statute as valid granting the coun- 
ty court, a judge of the district 
court or a judge of the supreme 
court jurisdiction, arguing that it 
gave the Judges of the three courts 
concurrent jurisdiction in such bal- 
lot suits by contending judicial pow- 
er to sit a* an inferior court to the 
supreme court, a power the legis- 
lature may exercise by statute, but 
that the stautte fails to define the 
procedure and holds that the pro- 
cedure must be under the civil 
cone This provides that the action 
must be commenced in 'the county 
where the cause of action arose, 
that it was not contemplated that 
a public official should be com- 
pelled to go a long distance to de- 
tend his official acts. Day there- 
fore held in the Meissner case that 
the

brought in Douglas county where 
there were ten judge* with juris- 
diction and where witnesses re- 
sided.

BOY OF 15 CONVICTED 


IN SLAYING OF WIDOW 


Munroe Gets 199 Tear Sen- 


tence for Beating Cripple 


to Death. 


CHICAGO. 
Fifteen year old 


Roland Munroe, ]r., was convicted 
of beating an 
elderly 
crippled 
widow to death with her cane and 
leard his punishment fixed by a 
criminal court jury at 199 years 
mprisonment. 
Deliberating slightly more than 
three hours, the jurors disregard- 
ed the defense 
contention 
that 
young Munroe, an effeminate man- 
icred high school student, given 
to curling hi* red hair and spray- 
ng himself with perfume, was in- 
aane by reason of bis abnormal 
tendencies. 
Altho the jury was qualified for 
the death penalty, the state did 
not ask it. Prosecutors charged 
Munroe was legally sane when he 
clubbed Mrs. Agnes Roffeis, 65, 
to death Aug. 29 in a robbery. 
The widow died 
of repeated 
blow* on the head with a tack 
tiammer and her cane. A wire was 
twisted around her neck and a 
box of trinkets she owned — valued 
by police at lesa than $10 — was 
stolen by the young killer. 
Arguing Munroe waa incapable 


of distinguishing right from wrong, 
Defense Attorney Smuel Hoffman 
asked the jurors to commit the 
youth to 
an 
institution. Prose- 


cutor Richard Devine, asking for 
a prison sentence, said he wanted 
"a high fence built around the 
boy."

OMAHA. UF>. A resolution urg- 


ing Baptist* to join in effort* to 
supprea* "the liquor traffic" waa 
adopted late Wednesday at the 
annual settlon of the Nebraska 
Baptist convention.

under any system of sale." 
It. is fraught with graver conse- 


quence* than in former time* be- 
cause of "modern high speed traf- 
fic and greater freedom of youth,' 
the resolution said. Baptist* were 
urged to practice total abstinence 
and to discourage use of liquor in 
their social groups.
